Trave! Boom Confuses Recession 
LAFF-A-DAY

lf th# rec#B*ion ii “ bottoming out.* trav­ 
el statistic! don t lie. Americans seem de­ 
termined to make 1958 the biggest travel 
year in history. Meanwhile they are saving 
their money at a record rate. A question, 
of course is 
How can ail these things be true at one 
and the same time? 
The trave! boom, w h i c h just doe sn t 
seem to fit into the picture of recession 
and high savings, is nevertheless a fact. 
Here are some data to prove it; 
In Mav the American Automobile Assn, 
reported that European bookings were at a 
new hirh — and in June it reported a 50 
per cent increase in reservations for l a t e 
summer and fall. 
The United Slates Passport Office has 
noted a 2! per cent increase in applications 
for the first four months of this year. The 
Department of Commerce joins in predict­ 
ing a further rise of 7.5 per cent over the 
1957 expenditure for foreign travel, which 
reached a new high just under S2 billion, 
It’s of interest that this year more Amer­ 
icans traveling abroad wilt tour by auto­ 
mobile The issuance of international driv­ 
ing licenses is up TO per cent and purchas­ 
es of foreign cars for delivery overseas are 
up 76 per cent. 
But if the Brussels Worlds Fair a n d 
the Lourdes Centennial are drawing even 
more Americans to Europe than would go 
there otherwise, they cannot be charged 
with neglecting their own country. T h e 


AAA says there will be more Americans 
taking vacation trips by car this year — 
more, that is, than the record BO million 
who took them last year. 
Among them will be the visitors to the 
nation s national parks, monuments, and 
historic sites. The National Park Service 
expects 63.5 million guests, as compared to 
59 3 million in 1957, the parks' biggest year. 
This is all the data needed to prove that 
there is a travel boom, lf it coincides with 
a time when Americans ar » spending less 
freely than usual, the answer to the conun­ 
drum must be that they aren’t saving mon­ 
ey by cutting down their vacation budgets 
or postponing their travel plans. They may 
be in a cautious mood, but it doesn t keep 
them from spending in this area 
Changes are taking place in that vast 
an i complicated mechanism c a l l e d the 
American economy. A shift to the so-call­ 
ed service industries is in progress. The 
Americans traveling in record numbers 
this year add up to an encouraging sign.
